newell, u iittle town four miles south 
of here, just a half-mile from the 
Oklahoma line, was a bad place in 
i he early days. 
But “Miny” Edwards 
say s that’s mosly bunk. 
“Miny,” whose initials are T. M. and 
whose nickname Is pronounced with 
a long “i” was Giere when Hunnewell 
arrived on a Santa Fe freight train 
one sunny June day hack 
in 1880. 
and he has been there ever since. 
Moreover, he was marshal of the 
town in the day s when it was re­ 
puted to be a trille rough. 
So when 
“Miny ” Edwards say s the lurid sto­ 
ries folks tell about Hunnewell are 
mostly bunk, one must, lend a believ­ 
ing ear. 


Romance Bl asted Hi gh. 
The debunking uf Ilunnewell’s his­ 
tory occurred the other afternoon on 
the shady side of the street here. 
“Miny ” sat op a bench on the curb, 
gazing out at the prairies that he has 
seen change from the open cattle 
range of 50 y ears ago to yellow wheat 
fields. 
A newspaper man, “Miny’s” 
audience, sat on the fender of a truck 
and listened sadly while the romance 
of the cow country was blasted kite 
high. 
“You 
can 
hear 
some 
of 
these 
y ounger fellows tell about the way 
the cowpunchers used to kill ea'-h 
other off down at Hunnewell," tin* 
early day marshal expostulated. "But 
there’s nothing to it.” 
“Oh, sure, the boys used to shoot 
up the town every little while, but 
they didn’t mean any thing by it." 
You know, I sort of kept track of the 
folks shot to death in Hunnewell, and 
as near as I can count, there were 
only 13. 
Others got Injured, but only 
13 were actually killed.” 
After this declaration about the 
peace and quiet in Hunnewell back in 
the unromantic ’80’s, the old marshal 
and cattle man lasped into silence. 
Ill's audience ventured to tell a story j 
he had heard about a shooting scrape I 
in the big old hotel that still stands 
by the Santa Fe tracks in Hunnewell, 
a weatherbeaten 
old ghost of the 
boom days. 
But “Miny" said briefly 
the y arn couldn't he true, and again 
lapsed into speechlcssness. 
Obviously ; 
if there were only 13 persons slain in j 
early -day 
Hunnewell, 
you 
couldn’t 
have u dozen or so getting killed in ; 
one evening’s jollification. 
Presently the early -day marshal be­ 
came more loquacious. 
He told about 
a 
great 
open 
cattle 
range 
that 
stretched mile after dreary mile down 
through the Indian country , -the land j 
that is now Okl homa, on through 
the ranges of Texas to Old 
M e x i c o 
and tin* gulf. 
Edwards used to ride ; 
those ranges and in* knows the rigm-s 
of the old caulo trail from Texas to 
tlie rail points in Kansas.

In tic* spring of 1NSO the Santa Fe 
railroad pushed its line* down us far i 
as Hunnewell. 
Freight trains puffed 
in, bringing the town. 
Overnight a 
city of tents sprang up and every 
other tent was a saloon or a gam­ 
bling joint. 
Within a few day s the 
freight cars began to unload timber, 
and frame buildings arose. 
Within 
two weeks a town of 500 population 
with several rather substantial frame ( 
buildings had risen where before there 
j 
was nothing but the bare sweep of 
j 
the buffalo grass. 
Up the long, dusty trail from the , 
Indian country and Texas came the 
bellowing herds of longhorns to be 
loaded onto the cars at Hunnewell. 
And with them came the singing, 
shoot in’, happy-go-lucky punchers. 
Edwards ran the stock y ards at 
Hunnewell a time, back in the day s 
when t here were 13 loading chutes, 
when the old hotel was full of punch­ 
ers day and night. 
Then In 1883 he became the marshal. 
But he didn’t have a particularly bad 
time, lie says. 
“Miny" would have 
the world know that the law was en­ 
forced then just as well as—perhaps , 
better than now. 
“Whqjt did you do when a bunch of 
punchers 
started 
shooting 
up 
the > 
town 7" 
"Arrested them, of course." “Miny ” 
Edwards is a small man, but he has a 
way about him even now, nearly a 
half century after those stirring day s. ; 
“The thing that made Hunnewell 
boom," said Edwards, “was the >-hij> 
ping of cattle. 
And when the wheat 
came and the cattle went, HunnewellV 
best day s were over.” 
“Miny ” in­ 
sisted upon discussing prosaic things 
"Were there many outlaws at that 
time down in the country that is now 
Oklahoma?” The newspaper man wa> 
thinking 
of the many 
hair-raising 
y arns that he had understood centered 
about Hunnewell. 
“Probably no more than there

that has persuaded the 
Chelsea

to 
erect its sky scraper church on Wash­

Heights and 
Dr.

Baptist church, to plan similar struc­ 
tures. 
On the other side stands the 
fear that the church cannot step out 
of its traditional role in this revolu­ 
tionary manner 
without sacrificing 
something 
more precious 
than any ­ 
thing i t is likely to gain. 
It is very 
much as if an old-fashioned mother, 
to regain contact 
with her modern 
children, should attend 
their cocktail 
parties. 
Whatever she gains, if any ­ 
thing, it at the expense of her person 
ality , and in the end her condescen­ 
sion will be resented. 
The Rev. Herbert Parrish has said 
that Protestantism is on its last legs. 
Whether y ou believe him or not, it is 
hard to believe th at the remedy is to 
place it on stilts.— New York Herald 
and Tribune.

The new ocean v ehicle, which is 
called The Grey hou nd of the Sea, is 
gu aranteed to hav e a speed of 5 0 
miles an hou r and to cross the Atlan­ 
tic In 00 hou rs. 
It is u nlike any other b oat or air­ 
plane that has ev er b een b u ilt, al­ 
thou gh an Italian company at Genoa 
is now constru cting a “my stery b oat’* 
along somewhat the same lines. 
Driv en b y Two Air Propellers. 
The Grey hou nd of the Sea will b e 
(Triv en b y two b ig air propellers at 
the b ow, ju st 
like an airplane or 
seaplane, 
and 
instead 
of 
riding 
throu gh the water like a sir;» it will 
glide ov er the top of the wav es. There 
will b e an air ru dder and also a water 
ru dder, b u t there are no u nder water 
propellers. The ship has large skids 
u nderneath to help it slide across the 
wav es. 
“I know ex actly how it will per­ 
form when It Is finished,** Michel, who 
Is a gradu ate of the lending French 
technical school, ex plained the other 
day . 
“I hav e b r>en testing ou t different 
models for almost fifteen y ears, nnd I 
finally fou nd one that fu lfilled all my 
ex pectations, 
“The first b ig 
ex perimental 
ship, 
which is ab ou t 15 0 feet, long and has 
accommodations for thirty persons, is 
now b eing b u ilt in my shipy ard near 
Tou lon. It is more than half finished, 
nnd the first thing T am going to do 
when it is all ready is to take a trip 
to New York. I am going to make it 
In two day s and tlire*» nights. 
*T think my inv ention will u pset all 
ex isting ideas ab ou t nav igation, and 
particu larly the propu lsion 
of war­ 
ships.” 
Bu t the strangest thing ab ou t The 
Grey hou nd of the Sen is that it will 
carry practically no fu el aside from 
a little oil for on emergency mote» . 
Michel also has inv ented a process 
of ex acting sodhim 
from 
the sea, 
transforming it on b oard ship into a 
gas and u sing this gas to ru n a spe­ 
cial motor he has adapted to it, hu t 
the details of the inv ention are <r;e- 
fillly gu arded. 
The most important room on b oard 
his new ship will b e a b ig lab oratory 
near the stern, where a chemist will 
b e constantly on du ty to su perv ise 
this chemical process. 
lie claims there is su ch an ab u n­ 
dance of this fu el In the ocean that 
he cou ld trav el on it as long as his 
ship held together, b u t ju st as a pre­ 
cau tion he is going to Install a little 
Diesel motor nnd take on a little fu el 
oil, this precau tion b eing omitted after 
the new sy stem has b een fu lly tried 
ou t. 
In appearance The Grey hou nd of 
the Sea will look something like a su b ­ 
marine, with horizontal fins at Urn 
sides, riding the su rface of the water. 
Top Will Be Entirely Enclosed. 
The top wll b e entirely enclosed ex ­ 
cept for a promenade deck near the 
stern. The ship will b e smokeless, of 
cou rse. It will not b e ab le to fly , al­ 
thou gh at high speed ft shou ld simply 
skim across the whltecaps. 
It Is b eing b u ilt of v ery thin steel. 
In order to b e as light as possib le, and 
It Is difficu lt to foresee how it will b e­ 
hav e in a heav y sen. 
The high speed will b e attained b y 
redu cing friction with the sea rather 
•than powerfu l motors.

WILL NOT BE COOLIDGE IS 
DEFINITE HINT GIVEN OOT 


Treasurer Hodges Asserts G. 
0. P. Is Ready To Meet 
“Task” of Selecting Nomi­ 
nee-G rand Scramble Seen 
In the Offing -Ford’s Back* 
ing of Hoover Is Merely a 
Ripple On the Sea of Poli­ 
tics 
O t h e r Prospective 
Candidates Have Just As 
Go o d a S h o w For the 
Plum. 


From the first of the national Re­ 
publican leaders to visit the summer 
White House at Rapid 
City, South 
Dakota, since President Coolidge is­ 
sued 
his note 
disclaiming 
another 
term, the 
impression was 
gleaned 
Monday that the race for the party’s 
nomination is at present a neck and 
neck affair between a group, which, 
however, does not include Coolidge. 
Completing 
a weekend visit 
at 
the game lodge, during which he had 
declined 
to 
comment, 
William 
V. 
Hodges, treasurer of the Republican 
national committee, finally spoke of 
the party’s prospects, but even then 
in such carefully 
guarded 
pharses 
that it was difficult to determine just 
what he thought 
of the 
president’s 
terse statement of his intentions in 
1928. 
I 
“As a party man,” he said, “I be­ 
lieve 
the 
party 
has been 
made 
stronger 
under 
the 
leadership 
of 
President Coolidge and it would be 
able to meet the task bf selecting a 
nominee 
and 
electing 
him 
next 
year.” 
He declined very definitely to be 
drawn into any discussion of whether 
Coolidge’s 
name might 
be brought ( 
before the convention, but when the 
conference was over 
there was the : 
feeling that he 
was convinced 
the 
president intended to retire from the 
White House March 4, 1929, no mat­ 
ter what the Republican party did. 
He was 
equally reticent 
when a | 
discussion arose regarding 
the next 
convention city. 
When he was asked 
about 
San Francisco’s 
chances, 
he 
said this: 
“The people of the west would be 
happy to have the next 
Republican 
national convention held in San Fran 
cisco and the leaders are very active 
in the effort to bring it there.” 
It 
was suggested 
that the prob­ 
able candidacy of Herbert Hoover, a 
Californian, might be a hindrance to 
the San Francisco efforts, but Hodges 
only smiled and declared that he had 
said all he wished to say. 
He did report that the finances of 
the Republican party 
were in good 
shape 
and that 
there had 
been no 
deficit since the 1924 campaign wound 
up with a surplus. 
The fact that Hodges looked upon 
idle selection of a candidate next year 
as “a task” indicated, it was suggest­ 
ed, that he did not expect Coolidge’s 
name to be presented, but he declined 
to discuss 
the matter further.

would he express an opinion as to the 
chances of 
Secretary Hoover,

LATEST VESSEL ! 
TO SKI OCEAN 


Half Ship, Half Plane, It 
Will Use Gas Derived 
From Sea. 


Paris.—A 
French naval 
engineer 
named Joan-Pau! Michel has invented 
an ocean liner that is half ship aud 
half airplane. 
The new ocean vehicle, which Is 
called The Greyhound of the Sea, is 
guaranteed to have a speed of 50 
miles an hour and to cross the Atlan­ 
tic In GO hours. 
It is unlike any other boat or air­ 
plane that has ever been built, al­ 
though an Italian company at Genoa 
Is now constructing a “mystery boat” 
along somewhat the same lines. 
Driven by Two Air Propellers. 
The Greyhound of the Sea will be 
driven by two big air propellers at 
the bow, just like an airplane or 
seaplane, 
and 
Instead 
of 
riding 
through the water like a ship It will 
glide over the top of the waves. There 
'will be an air rudder and also a water 
rudder, but there are no under water 
propellers. The ship has large skids 
underneath to help it slide across the 
waves. 
“I know exadly how it will per­ 
form when It Is finished,” Michel, who ; 
is a graduate of the lending French 
technical school, explained the other 
day. 
“I have h^en testing out different 
models for almost fifteen years, nnd I 
finally found one that fulfilled all my J 
expectations, 
“The first big experimental ship, 
which is about 150 feet long and has 
accommodations for thirty persons, is 
now being built in my shipyard near 
Toulon. It Is more than half finished, 
and the first thing I am going to do 
when it is ail ready is to take a trip 
to New York. I nm going to make it 
in two days and three nights. 
“I think my invention will upset all 
existing Ideas about navigation, and 
particularly the propulsion of war­ 
ships.” 
But the strangest thing about Tho 
Greyhound of tin' Sen is that it will 
carry practically no fuel aside from 
a little oil for nu emergency motel, 
Michel also has Invented a process 
of exacting sod’um from the sea, 
transforming it on beard ship Bito a 
gas and using this gas to run a spe­ 
cial motor he has adapted to it, but 
the details of the invention ire tm >- 
fully guarded. 
The most important room on board 
his new ship will he a big laboratory 
near the stern, where a chemist will 
be constantly on duty to supervise 
this chemical process. 
Ile claims there is such an abun­ 
dance of this fuel in the ocean that 
he could travel on it as long as his 
ship held together, but just as a pre­ 
caution he is going to install a little 
Diesel motor nnd take on a little fuel 
oil, this precaution being omitted after 
the new system has been fully tried 
out. 
In appearance The Greyhound of 
the Sea will look something like a sub­ 
marine, with horizontal fins at Hie 
sides, riding the surface of the water. 
Top Will Be Entirely Enclosed. 
The top wll be entirely enclosed ex­ 
cept for a promenade deck near the 
stern. The ship will be smokeless, of 
course. It will not be able to fly, al* 
I though at high speed It should simply 
| skim across the whitecaps. 
It Is being built of very thin steel, 
; In order to be as light as possible, and 
I it is difficult to foresee how It will be­ 
have in a heavy sea. 
The high speed will he attained by 
reducing friction with the sea rather 
•than powerful motors.
